Ito THE EDITOR OF “' THE HONGKONG

Sin,—I have read the leading article 
in the Daély frees upon the proposals 
of the Constitutional Reform Association 
and the letter written by Mr. J. P. 
Braga. 1 do not think Mr, Braga ander. 
stands the position. The resolution to 
be proposed at the public meeting reads 
That of the six elected unofficial mem- 
bera (al] of whom shall be British sub- 
jects) three (one of whom 
shall be of Portuguese race) shall be 
elected by the Sanitary Board Electorate 
composed of jurymen and persons quali- 
fied for, but exempt from, jury service.” 
1 have taken a casual glance at the latest 
Jurors’ List and I should imagine it 
would be an absolute certainty, if three 
Portuguese British. subjects cared to 
stand for clection, that they would sweep 
the board against all comers. The 
Special Jurors and those exempt from 
Jury service, the majority of whom, 
Perhaps, are Europeans, might intro- 
duce an clement of doubt inte the busi- 
hess, but the chances gm favour of the 
Portuguese, considering that in all prob- 
ability thty would vote solidly for their 
own men, while the Britiah vote might be 
divided, are so overwhelming that it is 
in the circumstances, obviously absurd to 
stipulate that one member must be of 
Portuguese race. 

Jt is only fair that the Portuguese 
should obtain representation on tho 
Legislative Council. They form a largo 
and important community, and it is 
right that their voice should be heard in 
Matters affecting the interests of the 
Colony. Give them a seat. Perhaps this 
was the idea in the minds of thoso 
responsible for framing the resolutions. 
If so, they expressed themselves badly. 
Let the Portuguese elect their own repre. 
sentative. The Chinese will have the two 
seats to which they have been accustomed, 
the Portuguese one, and then, if the prin- 
ciple of the resolutions is uccepted thero 
will remain five vacancies and these, 1 sub- 
mit, should be filled by the elected repre- 
sentatives of Britons of puro European 


descent. After all, Hongkong is a British y 


Colony, and, while cheerfully admitting 
the representatives of othor races into con- 
sultation, the governing power should be 
maintained by the British. 

But a word regarding the election of 
these British representatives! I am not 
a merchant and, to tell the truth, I would 
as soon be governed by, say, the Captain 
Superintendent of Police and the 
Attorney-General—gentlemen for whom I 
have the highest respect, although they 
may not know it—as.by the Committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce. The 
Constitutional Reform Association are 
anxious for popular government.

A fund is being raised fur the benefit 
of his family, and I have been requested 
lo give publicity to it in Hongkong. 

J know of no other place where people | 
respond 80 gencrously to such an appeal, | 
aod I know of no clergyman who worked 
harder for the best interests’ of the sea- 
Men “pon whom the Colony depends for 
all its wealth and, indeed, its existence, 
It was his advocacy which caused the 
Scamens’ Institute to be erected, and his 
Memory is fragrant in many hearts and 
lives all along the China Coast. The fact 
that his death was accclerated by the re- 
turn of malaria fever contracted in Hong- 
kong lends additional force to the claim 
of his family upon the gencrosity of 
Hongkong.

GERMANS NOT WANTED. 


SINGAPORE DEMANDS THEIR 
EXCLUSION. 


A Jarge public meeting of the citizens 
of Singapore, Billing the Victoria Theatre 
to overflowing point, has pronounced 
itself in favour of the exclusion of Ger- 
mang from the Colony and the Federated 
Malay States for a Period of at least ten 
years. Tho mecting was éalled by the 
Singapore branch of tho Btraits Settle- 
ments Association. 

On the platform were the members of 
the local committee uf the Straits Settle. 
ments :--Mr, DY. Perkine (President), 
Mr. W. Makepeace (Vicc-President), the 
Hon. Mr. A. Agnew, C.B.E., the Hon. 
Mr. GC. YW, Darbishire, the Hon. Mr F, 
M. Elliot, O.B.E., and Messrs. E. A. 
Brown, See Teong Wah and A. W Still. 

Mit. PERKINS’ SPEECH, 

Mr. Perkins proposed the following re 

solution : 


* That having regard of tho methods 
of the German people boun before and 
during the war, and their wilful 
breaches of internauional lay towards 
belligerents and neutrals alike, to their 
barbaric and deceitful natures so clear 
ly evidenced during the war, and tu tho 
loathing and contempt which all honour. 
able men must feel towards them, this 
meeting of the citizens of Bingapore 
urgently represents to the Government 
that, for the purpose uf safeguarding 
the decencies of life and preserving 
good order and government, nu German 
subject should for at least ten years 
after the declaration of peace be allow. 
ed tw land, reside or trade within the 
Colony of the Btraits Setdements or 
the Federated Malay Btates, 


He said: If the resolution is passed 
it is the intention of the Committee to 
send a copy of it to the local Government 
with the request that the purport of it 
may be cabled to the Secretary of State 
and that the whole resolution may be 
sent officially by a following mail. 

This ig a matter, ladies and gentlemen, 
which iest vitally affects the Coluries’ 
Many other Culonics have declared «sth 
no uncertain voice that they havg nu 
further use for Germans. To those de- 
clarationg 1 think we shall be able to add 
ours. (Applause.) During the war tbis 
Colony has not been lacking in its assiat- 
ance in men and money, and it docg not 
seem much to ask that we should not 
be compelled to receive here in place of 
thoss who have sacrificed their lives a 
so-called “ peaceful invasion ” of mem- 
bers of the most despicable race in his- 
tory.

HARD LOT OF THE FAMILY MAN 
WITH A FIXED INCOME. 


“T want to know what the man, MOre or 

less in the prefess‘onal clauses, with a 
fixed moderate income, but without any 
sort of trade union Lo repudiate, is going 
tw do in these hard times, asks a cor 
respondent in a home paper. 

T am employed in tho City, and J be- 
lieve that, judgin, by ordinary Cit; 
standards, I have dune very fairly well. 
In the March of 1914 imy salary was 
raised to £000 a year, and I thought 
things were guing to he tolerably easy. I 
knew plen ¢ of men in. the City who 
earned from £260 to £360 a year after 
thirty years’ service, and ‘considered 
themaglyes Jueky, Se when My salary 
was increased from $450 to £500 a year, 
1 thought we should be able to manage 
very decently indeed, 

T have a wife and two young children. 
We live in a western suburb, I took a 
‘lower part" of an old house, chiefly 
because there waa a Jarge garden for tho 
children 10 run in. For this I pay £65 
a year, inclusive; and that is the enly 
part of my exponditure that has not. ins 
creased, in the laat four yenrs, by any. 
thing from fifty to two hundred per cent. 

Beginning with the breakfast egg and 
ending witE the baby’s shoes, Prices hava 
increased to auch an extent that what has 
happened is this—I am practically earn- 
ing the salary that I Kot twelve years 
ago, before I married--say, £240 a year. 
T am supposed to drosg decently though 
not smartly in the City, bat I can’t 
manage it. My black coat is green, and 
my wife has not been able to afford any 
new clothes for the last two years. She 
tells mo that woollen underclothes oj 
kinds have trebled in cost, and thi 
does not know what to do about the 
children’s things. 

OF course, there ia no longer any ‘ques. 
tion of the small luxuries and little jtreats 
which do such a lot to soften the‘grind 
of life. 1 used to like a glass of beer in 
the evening, but with the quality depre- 
ciated by at Igast fifty per cont. and the 
price raised by two hundred per cent.. it 
doesn't acem good enough. My wife has 
had to give up the oceasional theatre 
matinée and tea in the West End which 
used to do so much to cheer her, 

That is my position, and being, ag T 
say, without a union of any kind to take 
my part, I suppose J shall have to grin 
and bear it,

PITIFUL SCENES.IN RESCUED 
FRANCE. 
YOUR YEARS OF BONDAQE. 
[FROM PHILIP @issa.] 


France, Sunday. 

Amidst all this fighting, and beyond it, 
‘there is another drama of a most strange 
and pitiful kind. It is the tragedy of 
those French civiliang whom our men are 
now meeting na they capture village after 
village where these old! people and young 
women and children are waiting in their 
cellars for deliverance, hearing the 
approach of battle, the louder noise of 
our guns, the crash of shells above them, 
the deadly rattle of machine-gun fire down 
their streets, and at last the cheers or the 
tramp of our men. On the roadsides and 
in the villages just taken I mect thesa 
people and talk with them, and the look 
of them, and the things they say, such 
trngic and passionate things, such simple 
and frightful things, reveal a world of 
agony in human hearts divided from us 
for four years by the German lines, and 
now coming through to ua ns that barrier 
is broken. Yesterday | met manv of them 
on a far journey through those places 
which our men havo just captured, and) 
in one town—for Bohain is more than @ 
village -whore the enewy is still close out. 


side tho walls, 

On one road, crowded with our guns 
and transport, with the noise of our 
bombardment through tho carly morning 
mist, 1 met a group of women and girls 
with their children, atanding aa though 
waiting for some hand of fate to help 
them, It was cold, and! they had shawls 
on their hoads, but shivered. ‘‘ Where are 

ou from?"' I asked; and they said, “We 
have just. come out of Le Cateau. The 
enemy was still in the outskirts of 
‘Cateau, and there was ao little hell up 
there. “A girl pulled her shawl from her 
face, and ssid: ‘We have been in our 
cellars for four days without food. Tho 
bombardment began, and some women 
were kiWed. The Germans wanted us to 

t away, but we said, ‘ Wo will wait for 
fet nglish, though we die.’ Tho girl 
thrust an arm through her shawl, and 
the emotion of all the things that she had 
seen and suffered made her white faco 
game.” “Ob, the dirty brutes!" she 
said, and then laughed with queer mirth, 
and said, ‘ They are getting punishment 
now. It waa very funny a week ago. 
‘The English will never get to Le Cateau,’ 
the: anid; and:I said, ‘Wait a bit. 
“Thoy won't get Cambrai,’ they said, 
‘because we are killing them in heaps ’ ; 
but I said, ‘Soon it will bo your turn to 
die.’* Then: fow days ago they became 
scared, and had a big ‘frousse.’ High 
officers went away in o hurry, and I 
waved hands as they peneed and said, 
‘It’s time to go, my e devils, at 
Then the komimandantur rushed off with 
their papers, and I laughed! to sce them. 
And then the sergeant-major went and the 
sergeants, and the signal men, and I knew 
the English were after them, and in our 
cellars, whon the shelling began, wo wait- 
ed and listened, and said, “Pho devils 
haye gone, ond we shal] be free again.’ ” 

Tho girl and the women round ber 
broke into passionate words, their breath 
steaming in the wet mist, and every word 
was a flame of hatred for the enemy in 
whose hands they had been for four years, 
and then they wopt a little at the romem- 
brance of that misery.

Tell your soldiera ami your 
people that the Germans are devils, 
bandits, brigands, pigs, and brutex Tell 
them how they made your prisoners suffer, 
how they starved them sv that they drop:

He pointed to a little field through a 
gap in the red-brick houses, and snid:-— 
“There are the graves of English soldicra 
who starved to death in Bohain” He 
pointed to a doorway close to us, and 
said: ‘Outside that house } saw one of 
your men drop down dead from hunger.” 
Tho two other men spoke. They said the 


saMe kind of things, but differently --the 
little old man in au quiet voice which 
broke now and then as his eyes filled with 
tears, like a child! in misery; the black- 
bearded man in a hoarse, weak voice, and 
with that queer sad look in his eyes, ‘Qh, 
my dear sir,’ said the little old man, 
“the suffering of your English soldiers 
was very bad. They came in so strong 
and big, and gradually we watched them 
weaken until they wero too weak (o stand. 

Our women 
tried to give them food, though they had 
not enough themselves, and were struck 
and fined and put in prison for sparing 
a little of their bread.’ 
I spoke to some girls standing in # 
doorway, pretty girls, and very neat and 
clean, but with that dreadful waxcn 
pallor which belonged to all the people 
in Bohain. They laughed and wept as 
they talked! to me, and both their laughter 
and their toars came from weakness, 
because they had had no food, not even 
ono little bit of bread, for reveral days, 
and were sarving still. They told me 
that the Geérmang had shelled Bohain just 
nites I canto in, _ _ killed one girt 
a juan, and that the night before 
they had fired gus shells ‘ind roisoned 
four people so that they had died, They 
asked mo if I thought it was wise of them 
to stay, and I said, ‘ No, it is not wise; 
it is very dangerous until we drive the 
enemy farther back." These girls and 
other women then told re how the Ger- 
mans had blown up the town hall, which 
I saw im ruins, just as the first English 
patrol was on tho edge of the railway, 
and how the night before they had sacked 
the medical stores, licking Out the tins 
of condensed milk which Ald been kept 
for sick babies and mothers, and: stnash- 
ing all the medicine bottles. One girl 
told me the strangest thing. ‘' When tho 
English were drawing near to Bohain,”’ 
sho said, ‘all the German soldiers began 
to laugh and shout, Bomte of them called 
out to me, ‘The English will soon bu 
here.
